further cut in use of tin cans for 
Packing civilian products for the 
three-month period begun April 1. 

The quota for use of tin in cans 
for beer, pet food and various 
other items was reduced from 90 
per cent to 75 per cent of aver- 
age use in 1949 or 1950. 


Packers of perishable foods and 
a few times such as blood plasma 
still are permitted unlimited use 
of tins cans. 


_ Non-perishable foods, which 
were allowed 100 per cent of 1949 
or 1950 use during the first quar- 
ter of this year, will be permitted 
to. use 75 or 100 per cent of quo- 
tas, depending on individual 
items, during the second quarter. 


Some non-food products were 
reduced to 75 or 90 per cent use 
in the second quarter, again de- 
pending on the item. 


The new steps to save tin for 
defense needs were ordered by 
the National Production Au- 
thority.

Retail coal dealers were granted 
rmission to increase coke and 
quette prices. 

Price Director Michael V. Di 
Salle said the dealers can adjust 
their ceiling prices on solid fuels 
to include advances in solid fuel 
prices and freight charges since 
the general price freeze order. 


The order by the Office of 
Price Stabilization permits retail 
dealers to pass on to consumers 
the increased prices previously 
granted to producers of Pennsyl- 
vania anthracite briquettes, coke 
made from coal, and bituminous 
coal briquettes made at plants in 
or near the mines.

Other Bills Killed. 


Other bills which died in com- 
mittee included proposals to li- 
cense and regulate service car 
operations, grant authority to St. 
Clair county to build an approach 
to a Mississippi river bridge in 
south St. Louis, prohibit dis- 
crimination against Negroes in 
restaurants, install sodium vapor 
lamps at safety zones and regu- 
late pedestrians crossing streets.

Russia Hopes to Split Allies Over Germany 
—Blocking Part of Defense Plan Wrecks

’ n this critical, bleak spring of 1951. At first glance, for example, 


the behavior of Andrei Gromyko at Paris seems to have no connec- 
tion with the increase in Russian stocks of aviation gas in Eastern 
Germany. Yet after a month of intensive inquiry in Germany, this 
reporter would hazard a guess that an underlying pattern is there. 


Indeed, this pattern was ac- 
tually forecast as long ago as last 
spring in London by one of the 
greatest British wartime leaders, 
who is especially well qualified to 
judge the balance of military and 
other power between East and 
West. He was explaining that if 
the Western Allies did not soon 
begin to see to their own de- 
fenses, they must expect disas- 
ter. Being reminded of the great 
Soviet superiority in all conven- 


|tional weapons, he took up the 


central question — whether the 
Kremlin would permit the weak- 
ened West to rearm. 

3 Very Bad Years. 

“You know,” he-said reflective- 
ly, “there will certainly be two 
or three very bad years when 
they are strong and we are only 
growing strong. It will be a very 


tricky time and we shall just have’ 


to get through it on nerve and 
the atomic bomb.” He paused for 
a few moments, as though to con- 
sider the question, then resumed: 
“IT am convinced that the Western 
lead in the atomic field is good 
enough, or at any rate can be 
good enough, to prevent a Soviet 
attack. To tell you the truth, I 
am much less worried about the 
atomic bomb than I am about our 
nerve.”

The Atomic Deterrent. 


Third, the so-called atomic lead 
vy the western nations is really all 
that prevents a Kremlin aggres- 
sion in Europe tomorrow. But the 
Europeans, seeing the great power 
of the Soviet army, deeply con- 
scious of their own weakness, are 
hardly aware of the invisible pro- 
tection of the atomic deterrent. 
Thus they tend to forget the basic 
rules, that an imperialist dictator- 
ship attacks when it thinks it 
can win, that this kind of gov- 
ernment cannot be goaded into 
attack by provocation, ‘and that 
it cannot be dissuaded from at- 
tack by sweetness. Hence, there 
is a natural desire, in the West- 
ern European governments as well 
as among the peoples, to avoid 
doing what is regarded as “pro- 
vocative,” such as recreating 
German armed contingents. 


It is precisely this situation 
which the Kremlin has now set 
out to exploit. Here in Germany, 
you find exceedingly cae offi- 
cials who expect the Soviet ar- 
mies in Eastern Europe to be re- 
inforced by. about two corps, one 
of armor and one of artillery, in 
early May. But these same offi- 
cials do not say the purpose will 
be to overrun Western Europe 
the next morning.

It is true, of course, that there 
is no law compelling the Presi- 
dent to consult Congress or to 
inform it about his decisions and 
policies, or to pay any attention 
to -what Congress thinks of his 
appointees. It is also true that 
Congress has no real choice about 
voting the money and the puwers 
for the national defense and for 
carrying on the government. 


Letter of the Law. 


A President can, therefore, do 
what Mr. Truman is doing.

DETROIT, April 6 (UP) — An 
attempt will be made to bring the 
1956 Olympic games to Detroit 
should Australia decide against 
serving as the host nation, Fred 
C. Matthaei, chairman of the De- 
troit Olympic committee, said 
today. 

Matthaei discussed plans to 
hold the Olympics here after it 
was learned the Australian Gov- 
ernment may be forced to cancel 
the 1956 games at Melbourne due 
to a shortage of building ma- 
terials.

I'm afraid that “VALENTINO,” at LOEW'S STATE, misses 
badly both as to Rudolph Valentino’s personality and the 
phenomenon which made an Italian gigolo overnight into a 
romantic idol who sent millions of women into a>tizy, an 

example of mass hysteria over a screen lover 
which was never approached, before or since. 
Most of the story told about Rudy’s career 
seems, outside of a few details, fictitious. 
It is centered around a trite love plot, with 
Valentino being high-mindedly in love with 
a director’s wife and practically getting 
killed in a fight to protect her good name 
from a scurrilous newspaper story. 

Anthony Dexter, an obscure recruit from the stage, plays 
Valentino.

Heart Defects

ONGENITAL heart diseases (malformations present from 
‘4 birth) are common. These hearts are simply not completely 

formed at birth. If you could see the details involved in 
the formation of the heart, you would wonder that a normal 
heart ever does develop because the processes involved are 
so complex. It seems almost unbelievable that any of us could . 
have normal hearts. 

One particular kind of deformity, the patent ductus 
arteriosus which causes blue babies, occurs in one out of every 
100 or 200 people. Parents often have the idea that their child 
with a heart defect is greatly different from all other chil- 
dren. This isn't so.

THE PATENT DUCTUS is a special kind of congenital 
heart defect. Actually, this blood vessel is a perfectly normal 
structure in the child before it is born. Every child has one 
before birth.

EN. OMAR N. BRADLEY, the 

Missouri-born soldier who was 

the field commander of more 
American troops than anyone in 
history, gives his expert estimate 
of leading American and British 
generals of World War II in Life 
magazine this week. 

Bradley, now chairman of the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff, describes 
the late Gen. George S. Patton Jr. 
as a “successful corps commander 
(who) had not yet learned to com- 
mand himself,” and British Field 
Marshal Bernard L. Montgomery 
as “a good, if sometimes perverse, 
soldier.” He has the highest praise 
for Gen. George C. Marshall as 
the Army Chief of Staff and Gen. 
Dwight D. Eisenhower as a diplo- 
mat, strategist, logistician and 
o> grams of Allied troops in the 
field. 

The Life article, the first of a 
series of four installments, is 
culled from Bradley’s forthcom- 
ing 240,000-word book, “A Sol- 
dier’s Story,” which will be the 
Book-of-the-Month selection for 
July. The installment this week 
deals more with personalities than 
with strategies and campaign tac- 
tics, which are covered in detail 
in the book. 

The magazine article is profuse- 
ly illustrated with color photo- 
graphs of Bradley and his family 
and is enlivened with pen draw- 
ings by Bill Mauldin, the famous 
young G.I. cartoonist. The book 
itself will contain 52 maps and 


’ the important battle plans. 


The installment this week be- 
gins with Bradley’s assignment to 
be Eisenhower's “eyes and ears 
and legman” in North Africa and 
ends with the last minute opera- 
tions for “Overlord,” the invasion 
of Normandy. 

Bradley, one of the most mod- 
est of men, reveals that he was 
confident of his own ability when 
he was sent to England from 
Sicily to prepare the shock troops 
for the cross-channel landing. He 
had been taken off the Italian 
campaign for this mission and 
was discussing the selection of 
his new headquarters officers with 
his chief of staff, Brig. Gen. Wil- 
liam B. Kean. He told Kean: 

“What a helluva responsibility 
this is—the biggest invasion of 
the war.” 

While Kean stared at a map of 
rr on’ the wall, Bradley 


ded: 

‘“But Bill, who in the Army 
knows more about it than we do?” 

Seven months before, Bradley 
had been commander of the 
Twenty-eighth, Division in Florida 
but during those seven months he 
had been in Africa with Eisen- 
hower and had been Patton’s 
deputy in the Second Corps. 

One of his first assignments 
from Eisenhower had been

Indeed 
had Patton been named an ad- 
miral in the Turkish navy, his 
aides could probably have dipped 
into their haversacks and come 
up with the appropriate badge of 
rank. 

“I joshed George and told him 
the promotion would not become 
effective until after it had been 
approved by the Senate. 

“*The hell you say,” he grinned, 
pinning on the extra star. ‘I’ve 
waited long enough for this one.’ ” 

Bradley describes the grim, 
tense scene when Patton gave his 
final briefing to his staff before 
the attack on Gafsa in North 
Africa. 

“Gentlemen,” he said, glancing 
around the dimly lighted room, 
“tomorrow we attack. If we are 
not victorious, let no one come 
back alive.” 

With that, Patton excused him- 
self and retired alone to his room 
to pray. 

Bradley gives this estimate of 
Patton: 

“I still could not accustom my- 
self to the vulgarity with which 
Patton skinned offenders for rela- 
tively minor infractions of disci- 
pline. Patton believed that pro- 

fanity was the most convincing 
medium of communication with 
his troops. But while some 
ee rd —e ——e exple- 

ves he employed with startling 
originality, the majority, it seemed 
to me, were more often shocked 
and offended. At times I felt 
that Patton, however successful as 
a corps commander, had not yet 
learned to oe himself.” 


RADLEY tells a typical Patton 
story about Patton’s protest to 
the British tactical air chief 
that he had not been given ade- 
quate air support near Gafsa. 
The Britisher, Air Vice Marshal 
Sir Arthur Coningham, retorted 
tartly and later apologized. Later 
Air Chief Marshal Tedder and Lt. 
Gen, Carl (Tooey) Spaatz came to 
Patton’s field headquarters to see 
what improvements could be 
While they were discus- 
‘sing this problem with Patton 
and Bradley, four Focke-Wulf 190s 
strafed the streets and stampeded 
a camel caravan near the head- 
quarters door.

Gen. Bradley One 

Who Speaks His

HE memoirs of generals 
T and statesmen, even when 
published after death, are 
often more noteworthy for 
what is left out than for what 
is told. 

They would rather dwell 
upon their victories than upon 
the clash of personalities be- 
hind those triumphs. And thus’ 
later generations learn only 
what the famous men did, not 
what they thought. They learn 
what happened—but not what 
went on. 

General of the Army Omar’ 
Nelson Bradley, a native Mis- 
sourian, is an exception to the 
rule. The.chairman of the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff, writing 
at the peak of his career, has 
pulled no punches in giving his 
own views of the Second World 
War} , 

Some of the judgments 
given by Bradley may stir 
some tempests of dissent, no- 
tably his views on Anglo-Amer- 
ican military controversies. 
But he gives them calmly and 
without malice, and historians 
will be grateful for his out- 
spoken candor.

“A spare, soft-voiced Georgian 
without temper, drama or visible 
emotion, Hodges was left behind 
in the European headline sweep- 
stake. He was essentially a mili- 
tary technician whose faultless 
techniques and tactical knowledge 
made him one of the most skilled 
craftsmen of my entire command. 
Because he was unostentatious 
and retiring, Hodges occupied an 
almost anonymous role in the 
war. Yet as a general’s general 
his stature among our United 
States commanders was rivaled 
only by that of the Ninth Army’s 
Simpson. For Hodges successfully 
blended dexterity and common- 
sense in such equal portions as to 
produce a magnificently balanced 
command.

Without the flair. of Patton’s 
Third Army and the breeziness of 
Simpson’s Ninth, First Army 
trudged across Europe with a seri- 
ous and grim intensity. Yet it 
was the first to cross the German 
border, ‘the first to cross the 
Rhine, the first to close to the 
Elbe and join hands with the Rus- 
sians. En route it ticketed more 
prisoners than any other Ameri- 
can army. It also buried more 
dead in the wake of its long ad- 
vances.” : 

Bradley discloses that if Eisen- 
hower had asked his advice, he 
would not have chosen Patton for 
the Third Army. One reason for 
this was that he had been junior 
to Patton in Sicily. At the time 
Patton was in disgrace for the 
slapping incident and Eisenhower 
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Marbelized 


told Bradley that Patton would 
submit to Bradley's supe on. 
“All he wants is a chance to get 
back into the war,” Eisenhower 
said. “For a time he thought he 
was through.” 
Patton vindicated Eisenhower's 
judgment. Bradley makes this 
apology:
